A Brief Word of Description 


REAT care is taken in the con- 
(G struction of our Screen Doors. 

They are made of good dry Pine, 
which is carefully inspected and culled so 
that only suitable lumber is used. The 
71-inch doors are put together with large 
hardwood dowels and well glued joints. 
The face is nicely moulded, and the wire 
cloth fastened in with a key in such a way 
as to draw it tight and conceal the rough 
edges. 
Wire Cloth—Only the best grade of 
wire cloth goes on our doors. Numbers 
71, 22, 93, 15, 10, and 17 have 14-Mesh 
Galvanized Wire Cloth. All other doors 
have Black Wire Cloth.

No door should be made higher than 
7 ft. 6 in. For anything higher a top 
screen should be used to fill the extra 
height and make the door as low as 
possible. All orders for doors over 
7 ft. 6 in. will be made with top screen 
unless otherwise instructed.

The Casement Screen Door 


In some localities there exists a demand for 
an outside casement door, and we have a very 
fine door to be used in this manner. No. 93, 
shown opposite, is a casement door, and fits on 
the outside of the opening, against the door 
casing, instead of between casings, consequently 
it does not have to be fitted on the edges like an 
ordinary screen door. 


No. 93 Doors are supplied with complete sets 
of Casement Hardware, consisting of 3 pairs of 
hinges, hook and eye, door pull and _ spring. 
These sets are packed in individual cartons with 
printed directions, and are attached to the doors 
when shipped. 


A casement Door can easily be hung in ten or 
fifteen minutes, and after that it requires only 
a few seconds to put it up or take it down, as 
shown in the illustration. Holes are already 
bored for the hinges.

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The Brantford Window Ventilator 


During the cold windy nights in the fall and 
winter Brantford Window Ventilators are needed 
in every home. They are made to fit in the 
window like a fiy screen, but instead of having 
wire cloth they are covered with strong, buff- 
colored canvas cloth, specially treated. This 
lets the fresh air into the bedrooms but keeps 
out the snow, sleet and rain, and prevents 
dangerous cold draughts from blowing through 
the house. 


It is a national habit now for people to sleep 
all year ’round with their windows open, and 
with a ventilator in the window they can let in 
lots of pure fresh air without having their floors, 
curtains and furniture ruined by sleet, snow, 
wind or dust.
